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TRAIN LEGAL GUNS 
UPON MILK TRUST 


State’s Attorney and City 
Sealer Attack the Band of 
Price Boosters from 
Two Points. 


RECALL BRICKMEN’S FATE 


* of the Largest Chicago 
Dealers, Including Borden, 
Found to Be Selling 
Short Measure. 


Evidence that there is a milk trust in this 
city was submitted yesterday to Assistant 
State’s Attorney James J. Barbour. At the 
close of the day he was reasonably satisfied 
that there had been a criminal conspiracy to 
advance the price of milk by the large deal- 
ers. He was hopeful that he would be able 
to prove it and secure the indictment of the 
dealers who have gone into a combination to 
hold up the public by a 25 per cent advance 
in the price of milk. : 

City Sealer Kjellander, in another inveeti- 
gation. discovered that four of the dealers 
who have boosted prices—Borden, Bowman, 
Mix, and Wanzer—have been selling milk in 
short measure bottles. 

Mr. Barbour seid it would not be neces 
to prove that the dealers had got together 
some room and agreed to squeeze the long 
suffering public out of another cent a quart 
on milk. 

If it could be shown, he said, that all the 
Gealers advanced the price on or about the 
same time that would be an evidence of a 
conspiracy. 

Finds Prices Uniform. 

I have been trying to ascertain,“ said Mr. 
Barbour, “ whether it is possible to buy milk 
from any of the large dealers at less than 
the established scale of prices. I have found 
out so far that the price is uniform. It is 
all right for the dealers to raise the prices, 
but they can’t legally do it in unison, as 
they appear to have done in this.i:. stance. 

“The penalty for a criminal conspiracy 
of this nature is five years in the penitentiary 
or, a $2,000 fine, or both. The brick trust 
was fined $20,000 in this city for such a con- 
spiracy, to injure trade, two years ago.“ 

Mr. Barbour, who was assigned by State’s 
Attorney Healy to the case in the morning 
and instructed to go after the greedy milk 
dealers hard, found plenty of persons willing 
to give him information. Half a dozen hotel- 
keepers and nearly as many proprietors of 
restaurants told him about the advance in 
price that had been made in the November 
contracts—an advance emounting to 25 per 
cent in some cases. 

These people were about es anxious to 
have the milk dealers sent to the penitentiary 
as the struggling poor who have to pay an ad- 
ditional cent a quart for milk for their babies, 
judging from what they told Mr. Barbour. 

Want Their Identity Hidden. 

Mr. Barbour would not disclose the details 
of the evidence and he would not give the 
names of the witnesses who requested that 
their identity be protected for the reason that 
they feared the milk trust would advance 
the prices again or refuse to sell them milk 
altogether—blacklist them, in fact. 

T haven't asked any of the big dealers be- 
fore me, said he, for the reason that I don’t 
want to put them in the position of being able 
to exact immunity from indictment. I don't 
khow who the indictments may hit, if there 
are any. It may be that certain New York 
officials, said to be at the head of the Borden 
Condensed Milk company, are responsible for 
the advance in prices.“ 

Mr. Barbour sent out ten investigators from 
the state’s attorney's office to secure evidence 
of the illegal combination. He expected, he 
said, that the investigation would coneume 
several days. He expects to secure consider- 
able information of the illegal combinatior 
from employés or ex-employés of the milk 
dealers composing the trust. 5 


Big Dealers, Short Measure. 

Evidence showing that four of the big deal- 
ers are selling short measure bottles was 
found during the day by inspectors from 
City Sealer Kjellander’s office. The shortage 
discovered by the inspectors ran from one 
to two tabiespoonfuis to each pint and nt 
bottle of milk.

Mr. Kjellander will make a personal in- 
spection of a number of dairies today. He 
announced that he will supply himself with 
a graduate so as to be able to get the shortage 
in each bottle absolutely correct. 

When all of the short measure evidence 18 
in it will be turned over to Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel E. C. Wetten, who will ask that 
the injunction restraining the city from en- 
forcing the new milk measure ”’ ordinance 
be set aside. The case now is pending in the 
Appellate court. 


One Woman's Experience. 

The experience of a woman customer of the 
Ira J. Mix Dairy company shows almost con- 
clusively that there is an understanding be- 
tween the big dealers. 

When the woman announced to the driver 
for the company that she would discontinue 
taking milk from thé concern on account 1 1 ö 
the raised price, the driver said: 

“You might as well keep on with us, ba 
cause if you quit us now you'll not get any 
milk from the other big companies.” 

The customer, however, disregarded the 
threatened boycott and paid her final bill. 
The driver signed his initials E. G. D. on the 
receipt. 

By increasing the price of milk the dealers 
place a heavier burden on the poorer classes, 
One woman found a way out of the dilemma. 
She formerly bought a pint of milk a day at 
4 cents a pint. When the price was gaised to 
5 cents a pint she saw at once that she would 
have to pay at the rate of 10 cents a quart 
by buying in pints. When the next delivery | 
wae made she called the driver and told him 


to bring & quart every other day.

HARLAN AND FISHERIN BOUT 


Cross Swords During Official Test 
of Vote Machines. 


SPIKES RIVAL’S DEVICE. 


Former’s Actionin Using Rubber Band 
Starts Hot Exchange. 


Those ancient rivals in the political and 
civic uplift, John Maynard Harlan and Wal- 
ter L. Fisher, were engaged yesterday in 
efforts to show County Judge Rinaker and 
the election commissioners what an amount 
of damage could be done the free institutions 
of this country by a naughty, low browed 
politician and rubber elastic. 

Judge Rinaker and the election commis- 
sioners are conducting a free for all demon- 
stration of voting machines and the manu- 
facturers interested in the contest have 
established a corner on about all the attor- 
neys in the city who have made a specialty of 
either high or low browed politics. 

Mr. Harlan has been retained by one com- 
pany, Mr. Fisher by another, Attorney W. 
W. Wheelock, former counsel of the election 
board, by a third, and Attorney Colin C. H. 
Fyffe. former assistant corporation counsel, 
by a fourth, and there are others. 

Excitement Then Begins. 

It was a contest of comparative peace 
until Mr. Harlan stuck a rubber band into 
Mr. Wheelock’s machine and caused that de- 
vice to cut up in a manner not at all pleasing. 

When Mr. Harlan discovered that by the 
ald of this rubber band he could force Mr. 
Wheelock’s machine to vote for one demo- 
cratic candidate and eleven out of sixty-one 
republican candidates when his intention was 
to vote a straight republican ticket, the joy 
of those opposed to Mr. Wheelock was un- 
confined. 

Mr. Harlan’s air of rand indicated his 
belief that he had put a spike into the chances 
of one of his rivals. 

Will your honor come down and look into 
this thing?“ he said to Judge Rinaker, who 
left the bench and stuck his head into the 
inner workings of the machine while S. E. 
Hamilton, one of the representatives of the 
company, vociferously asserted Mr. Harlan 
had violated the card of instructions. 


Opposition Gets Busy. 

“If Mr. Harlan wants to vote wrong or 
nullify his vote he can do so in a dozen 
easier ways, Mr. Hamilton eried. He can 
do it most easily by staying away from the 
polls.“ 

‘What's he done anyway?’ asked Mr. 
Wheelock loudly. ‘* He's simply proved it is 
possible for a man to spoil his ballot if he 
works hard enough in trying to do it.“ 

„O, no,“ said Mr. Harlan. What I have 
doneis to throw four republican votes and one 
democratic vote in trying to cast a straight 
republican ticket. What Mr. Hamilton and 
you have done is to throw fits.”’

LAD REVIVES TO TELL STORY 


Henry Baumgartner Falters Out Tale 
at Hospital; Police Search. 


Because he Rad no money or valuables 
with him when held up by two well dressed 
young men at Ohio street and Dearborn ave- 
nue early last evening, Henry Baumgartner, 
16 years old, a private messenger, probably 
was mortally wounded with a knife by one 
of the men. While their victim lay bleeding 
from a knife stab in the left breast both men 
escaped. 

The first persone to reach the wounded boy 
were Charles Uliman and Michael Brozier, 
who room at 260 Ohio street, just around the 
corner from the scene of the attack. The 
men, who were on their way home from work, 
picked up the limp frame of the boy before 
they discovered his condition. He was un- 
conscious and blood was pouring through his 
outer garments. 


Revived and Falters Out Story. 

The police were notified and the wounded 

lad was hurried to the Passavant hospital. 
He was soon revived with stimulants and 
in a faltering voice, which every moment 
threatened to stop forever, told the story of 
the futile holdup and the subsequent stab- 
bing.

The latter, with her husband and little daugh- 
ter, had been notified and was then hurrying 
to the side of her wounded son. 

When Lieut. Doherty had heard the story 
he detailed every available man in the Chi- 
cago avenue station to search the neighbor- 
hood for traces ofthemen. All the other sta- 
tions on the north side were notified and 
furnished with descriptions of the two men 
obtained from the boy. 

Early this morning Lieut. Doherty and Po- 
liceman Coyne arrested Charles Granath, 18 
years old, 88 Sedgwick street, in an alley near 
the scene of the stabbing and when taken to 
the station the boy admitted that he had been 
present when Baumgartner was wounded.

President Roosevelt's ears must have tine 
gled yesterday. People here and there were 
making uncomplimentary remarks about 
him. Those who did the talking were of the 
sort who for a long time have not been fond 
of the president, and they seemed to think 
that the occasion had arrived when they 
could express themselves and get cheers—at 
least from audiences of their own way of . 
thinking. 

In New York ex-Genator John C. Spoénep 
was applauded at a chamber of commerce 
dinner im the Waldorf-Astoria when he de- 
clared the nation under present leadership 
was drifting away from the safe waters of 
the constitution into the open sea of “ irre- 
sponsible government.” 

When Mr. Spooner mentioned the name of 
Justice Brewer, who the day before openly 
attacked the president, there wae “ great 
applause.” 

Justice Brewer himself, in Washington, 
reiterated his charge that the president ig 
“playing hide and seek with the people.” 


Shaw Will Make Attack Here. 

From out in Iowa comes word that Lesile 
M. Shaw, ex-secretary of the treasury, is 
preparing a speech to be delivered at the 
National Business league banquet in this 
city on Saturday. That speech is expected 
to contain a veiled criticismn of the Roose- 
velt methods. It is also to be Mr. Shaw’s 
formal bow to the public as & candidate for 
the presidential nomination on an anth 
Roosevelt basis. 

The ex-secretary is sald to have seen in the 
atmosphere what he deems a tendency back 
toward “conservatism,” to have figured it 
out that he might become an idol in such a 
** crisis,’”’ 

Three financial 3 business men in Chi- 
cago are contributors to a symposium, which 
appeared during the day in the Saturday 
Evening Post, entitled “‘Is Roosevelt 8 
Menace to Business.” One of them, John G, 
Shedd, was not inci:med to a radical Yes,” 
but the others, E. D. Hulbert, banker, and 
C. B. Evans, editor of the Economist, sharp- 
ly arraigned the president's policies toward 
corporations. 
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New York, Nov. 21.—[Special. }—The dinner 
of the chamber of commerce at the Waldorfe 
Astoria tonight was enlivened by a speech by 
former Senator Spooner of Wisconsin, who, 
without mentioning him by name, pitched 
into President Roosevelt in strong fashion 
Mr. Spooner said the constitution had been 
all right for the country In times of. war and 
peace up to the last few years. 

He praised the bankers and business men 
of the city, saying they had done more in 
the flnanclal troubles than congress could 
have done. There was altogether too much 
general criticism of business men, he said, 
and corporations were here to stay, the coun- 
try under the present conditions not being 
able to get on without them. 

Mr. Spooner’s speech was interrupted fre- 
quently by applause. In one part of it he ree 
ferred to the opinion by Justice Brewer of the 
United States Supreme court in the Kansas- 
Colorado case and Justice Brewer's name was 
applauded. A reference to J. Plerpont Mor 
gan as the uncrowned king of the finan- 
clers got the most applause. 


Pays Tribute to Constitution. 

J do not affect to disguise the fact,” said 
Mr. Spooner, “‘ that there are some tendencies 
of later years and some here; and, to my way 
of thinking, which have given me painful 
solicitude. I think the finest instrument, all 
tl ‘ngs considered, ever conceived by the 
human Intellect or drafted by the hand of 
man is the constitution of the United States, 
It has seemed to me to be of waning popu- 
larity. My friend, Senator Depew, I think, 
has seen occasions when it was not popular 
much to rély upon it even in the senate of 
the United States. 

It is a chart by which our ship ig to sail 
if it keeps in safe waters, and if it may be. 
successfully enlarged, save it be done in the 
way pointed out by that instrument, we have 
departed from the safe line of governmental] 
conduct into a realm of irresponsible govern- 
ment. There has not been a year since it wag 
adopted which has not vindicated the ability 
and foresight of the men who framed it, and 
during all those years, in time of peace and in 
time of war, it has been found, until with 
the last few years, adequate for the proper 
government of the people of the United 
States. 


Would Change Only Within Law. 
I do ot know wherein it is now inade- 
quate, but I do know that if it be inadequate 
it is only to be changed in the manner pointed 
out in the Instrument by the fathers. They 
created a government of three independent 
and cotrdinate branches—the executive, the 
legislative, and the judicial. 

But within the last few years we have 
had a propaganda that wherever the states 
in the exercise of the powers not granted 
by them to the federal government, but 
reserved to the states and to the people by the 
states to themselves, and the people did not 
exercise their reserved powers in a satisfac- 
tory and competent manner, constructions of 
the constitution would be found to deprive 
them of them. I look upon that as revolu- 
tionary and destrictive of the government 
founded by the fathers. 

„Whether the states and the people of the 
states exercise their reserved powers as they 
should exercise them is, under the constitu- 
tion of the United States, to be determined 
only by the states and the people of the states, 


Effect of Wrongs Lives After. 

“ Wrongs do not leave off where they begin 
nor always where they end, but breed new 
conditions in their course. Today nearly 
half a dozen states of thie union have passed 
acts fixing rates which may be enacted by 
railway carriers in interstate commerce 
which have been assalled in the courtsofthe . 
United States as a violation of the fourteenth 
amendment, which provides that no state 
shall deprive any person of life, liberty, or 
property without due process of law or of the 
equal protection of the laws. 

“ And when complaints go to the federal 
court, where under the constitution they ha 
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a successful nullification 
the constitution of the United 


thanks to the foresight of the fathers 
this constitution, it will not come 
there is a Supreme court of the 
United States. I thought we were through 
with nullification. Didn't you? Well, there 
ie a little excuse for it. Then it is proposed 
outside of a state that if the state fails to ex- 
ercise its power in a manner which suits 
some one constructions will be found to de- 
Prive them of their powers. One cannot 
much blame the states for a little reciprocity. 


Refers to Rate Pooling. . 

“In the interstate commerce law of 1887 
was included a prohibition of the pooling 
by competitive railway carriers of freights 
or the earnings of freights. That was right. 
The old money pool and freight pool Was a 
harmful thing to commerce and a harmful 
thing to the railroads engaged in the com- 
merce, but Senator Platt of Connecticut, a 
great statesman and one of the most faith- 

-ful men who ever served this country in 
the senate at Washington, tried to the best 
of his ability to modify that proposition so 
as to permit railway corporations engaged 
in interstate commerce to make traffic con- 
tracts reasonable in their character, to be 
made public, and to be subject to abrogation 
by the commission whenever the public in- 
terest required it. I opposed that. 

But, gentlemen, Senator Platt was right, 
and I and those who were with me, were 
wrong. Much of what is found to be ob- 
Jectionable in tthe situation of today would 

dave been averted if the legislation in re- 
spect of which I speak had been enacted. 

Some men make mistakes and admit it. 
Some men never make mistakes, or if they 
make mistakes never know it, but if they 
do know it they never admit it. 
we tried to regulate commerce another 
time, and that was by the enactment of the 
Sherman anti-trust act. I advocated the 
passage of that law. That was another mis- 

take as it has been construed. 

“Tf. think the people of the United States 
ought to think a long time before they allow 
the commerce of the United States to be put 
in a straitjacket, to be tightened or loosened 
as some one at Washington may think best. 


Fallen in Troublous Times. 
“We have fallen upon troublous times. 
The transition from prosperity, or apparent 
prosperity, to adversity, or apparent adver- 
* was sudden. It was hardly worth while 
to discuss the causes of it. They were many. 
Undoubtedly the disclosures made in the in- 
surance investigations and other disclosures 
of infidelity to trusteeship, a sacred relation, 
hag had something to do with it. 

But the disclosures of insurance trans- 
actions were not made by the federal govern- 
ment. They were made by the state of New 

Tork: and one thing, I think, may truthfully 
be seid—that while the state was left a unit 
every ue in the United States of 
both parties was left to eternal talk about 
that. We cannot expect those who Hve over 

the sea, with whom we have business rela- 
tions, who have been investors in our securi- 
ties, to have confidence in us if we are con- 
stantly expressing a want of confidence in 
ourselves. : \ 

“The war on business is unreasoning and, 
in many instances hateful, because corpora- 
tions have contributed their share to the 

situation in which this country finds itself. 
Corporations are as essential to the commerce 
of this day and always will be as money. 

We have had a tense situation here and I 
hobe. never again to see the like. I have 
seen as I have walked the streets within the 
last three weeks more tense, haggard faces 
than I have seen for many a year.

Delicate Jab at Roosevelt. 


It was given out algo that the speech at the 
banquet, while not attacking directly the 
Roosevelt administration, of which the 
speaker was for s@ long a time an important 
part, would contain a veiled criticism of the 
president's equrse. The Shaw candidacy is 
based on the platform that while the presi- 
dent is right in curbing and regulating cor- 
porations conducted on illegal lines, he is un- 
wise in making so much of a stir about it. 

In this connection Mr. Shaw is quoted as 
having told a story of a young man who ap- 
plied for the position of teacher in a school 
district where the pupils had the reputation 
of always whipping the schoolmaster. When 
warned of his probable fate, he said he was 
not afraid of that... The first day he called in 
the worst of the boys, gave him a sound 
thrashing, and afterwards had no trouble. 

So after the corporations had been duly 
warned in the Northern Securities case as to

“Ig ROOSEVELT A MENACE?” 


“Is Roosevelt a menace to business?“ 

This question, coming practically simul- 
taneously with the criticisms on the presi- 
dent pronounced by Justice Brewer and 
others, is answered in symposium form by the 
Saturday Evening Post of Philadelphia in its 
issue of this week. 

Of those who answer it E. D. Hulbert, vice 
president of the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company, and Clinton B. Evans, editor of the 
Economist, both of Chicago, make sharp ar- 
raignment of the president's policies towards 
corporations. Less severe but still not in- 
dorsing the Rooseveltian attitude is John G. 
Shedd of Marshall Field & Co, 

He who carries a big stick,“ said Mr. Hul- 
bert in his answer, should in common de- 
céncy speak softly. The pursuit and punish- 
ment of malefactors should not be made a 
public spectacle. For some time the presi- 
dent of the United States has been hunting for 
evildoers in high places in a way never be- 
fore attempted by a chief magistrate any- 
where. 

“It would seem almost ae if the principle 
has been that it is better for any number of 
innocent people to suffer than for one guilty 
man t6 escape. Good and bad have suffered 
alike—this at a time when earnings were 
at the highest point and prosperity at its 
highest tide. One calamity has followed 
another, until at the present moment we 
are under a blight which will affect every 
man, woman, and child.“ 

Mr. Evans sizes up the situation as fol- 
lows: ‘‘ President Roosevelt is a menace to 
the business of the country because of the 
fear of what he will say next. A constant 
outpouring of threats from the ruler of any 
nation must necessarily cause disturbance 
in the best time. It is more than proper for 
a president to avow principles or honor and 
to declare that dishonesty shall be punished, 
but a constant iteration of such avowals is 
not only unnecessary but suggestive of pur- 
poses that are not mawe known. : 

Mr. Roosevelt may be a statesman, but 
clearly he is not a man of affairs, and, lacking 
the quatities of the man of affairs, he is bound 
to be a bad misfit in certain emergencies.”’ 

“As to our president,” said Mr. Shedd, 
“I give him credit for entire honesty, sin- 
cerity, and singleness of purpose. But for 
a man in his exalted and powerful position 
his utterances have probably been incau- 
tious. It is quite likely they have been taken 
to indicate a degree of radicalism which he 
does not really feel.“

AID TO THE PROSECUTION, 


R. J. Farrell Testifies That His 
Name Was Signed Fraud- 
ulently to Paper. 


A farmer came down from Canada yester- 
day to testify against John R. Walsh. The 
story he told to the farmer jury in Judge 
Anderson's court was the most positive and 
enlightening testimony the government has 
put forward so far in support of its con- 
tention that Walsh misapplied $7,000,000 of 
the funds of the Chicago National bank. 

The farmer's name is Frederick W. Me- 
Lean. From 1882 until Feb. 1, 1906, McLean 
was employed in the Chicago National bank. 
For four years of that time he was assistant 
cashier, and had charge of the notes dis- 
counted and the bond sales which form such 
a large part of the government case. 

He made out in various names the famous 
„% memorandum notes which netted the 
Walsh railroads millions of the bank’s money. 
He testified that he did this under the direc- 
tion of Walsh. Previous to this, one of the 
men whose name was signed to a $92,000 note 
had testified that he knew nothing of the 
transaction and had authorized no one to 
sign his name. 

McLean took the stand late in the after- 
noon. He proved to be a quiet, modest man— 
not at all the unwilling walsh ally the gov- 
ernment lawyers had expected.

TRUE BILLS FOR THREE. 


Insurance Commissioners Want 
1906 Standard of Values 
as a Basis. 


New York, Nov. 21.—The King county 
grand jury, which is investigating the sus- 
pended Borough bank of Brooklyn, today 
returned indictments charging larceny and 
other offenses against Howard Maxwell, who 
was president when its doors were closed; 
Arthur D. Campbell, the deposed cashier; 
and William Gow, a director, who holds a 
controlling share of the bank’s stock. 

These three men are jointly charged with 
grand larceny in the first degree in the mis- 
appropriation of $145,000 deposited by the 
executors of the Carrie M. McGuire estate. 
There is a second indictment for grand lar- 
ceny against Maxwell, who also is indicted 
for forgery. A second indictment against 
Campbell charges forgery. In addition tothe 
grand larceny charge, Gow is indicted on 
four counts alleging misdemeanors. He is 
charged with having overdrawn his account 
nearly $24,000. Maxwell also, it is alleged, se- 
cured overdrafts aggregating nearly $73,000, 
The three men were arraigned, pleaded not 
guilty, and were held for a hearing. Camp- 
bell and Gow each furnished $20,000 ba ll. 
Former President Maxwell was unable to 
secure the $30,000 bond required of him and 
went to jail for the night. 


Risk Men Want 1906 Values. 


Belleving the present quotations of securi- 
ties do not represent their actual value, and 
that if such valuation be allowed to go into 
the reports of life companies serious injustice 
would result to such policy holders as have 
dividends maturing next year, the executive 
committee of the national convention of in- 
surance commissioners today adopted a reso- 
lution suggesting that the valuations of 1906 
be used as a standard. The committee met 
in response to a call sent out by Reau E. 
Folk, insurance commissioner of Tennessee 
and president of the national convention. 
After the meeting one of the commissioners 
expressed the opinion that the enforcement 
of the actual present valuations of securities 
in the annual statement of insurance com- 
panies would be certain to cripple some of 
them seriously. The prime purpose of the 
suggestion, he said, was to bring about a 
uniform method of treating the present situa- 
tion.

Treasury Certificates Allotted. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 21.—Announce- 
ment was made by Secretary Cortelyou this 
afternoon that allotments already had begun 
of the new one-year treasury certificates for 
which subscriptions were invited in the cir- 
cular of the treasury department issued on 
Monday. Allotments of the 2 per cent Pan- 
ama bonds will not be made, according to the 
terms of the circular, until after all bids are 
submitted at the close of business on Nov. 30. 
The secretary intimated that applications 
for both bonds and certificates were being re- 
ceived in satisfactory amount. 
The discretion reserved in his original offer 
of the 8 per cent certificates that $50,000,000 
will be allotted by the secretary in his discre- 
tion upon offers of subscriptions addressed 
to him,’’ has brought a great variety of orders 
and suggestions, among which it is difficult 
to choose those most advantageous to the 
government.

Day’s Demand for Federal Cer- 
tificates Totals $300,000. 


FINDING NO OOUNTERFEITS. 


Clearing House Committee Quickly 
Proves Rumors Baseless. 


There was a brisk d d yesterday at the 
Chicago subtreasury for the 3 per cent cer- 
tificates to be issued by the federal goyern- 
ment. The total subscription during the 
day amounted to over $300,000, making a 
total since the sale was opened of about 
$2.300,000. 

A feature of the applications was that 
the individual subscriptions were small. 4 
large number of applications were for bonds 
of $50. Assistant Treasurer William Bolden- 
weck received three letters from men who 
said the bearers were domestics in the em- 
ploy of the writers, and that they wished to 
subscribe for bonds. 

„These applications are for such small 
amounts that I am sure it is money that is 
now held in safety deposit boxes, said Mr. 
Boldenweck. ‘‘ Of course it is the intention 
of the government to drew out these sav- 
ings. 

„The complaint that this money is being 
taken out of the banks is not well made. The 
entire bond issue will be completed before 
the banks remove the sixty day notice.“ 


Find Counterfeits“ Genuine. 

More unfounded rumors of counterfeited 
clearing house checks reached the banks. It 
was reported that counterfeits had been of- 
fered at several State street stores. The clear- 
ing house committee investigated each report 
and discovered that in each case the check 
offered was genuine. 

„We have been busy investigating these re- 
ports,” said J. B. Forgan of the First Na- 
tional bank. I do not believe any attempts 
have been made to counterfeit these checks. 
All that were brought to us today were good 
as gold.“ 

Another report that disturbed the eommit- 
tee was that the saloonkeepers had been ad- 
vised by the brewery association to refuse to 
accept clearing house checks unless the one 
who offered the checks was known and 
would indorse the paper. 

When the matter was taken up with the 
brewery association it was shown that the 
letter which had been sent to all saloon- 
keepers referred to the cashier’s checks. | 
The association at once notified the saloon- | 
men that the clearing house checks were the 
same as so much cash and should be taken 
without identification or indorsement. 


Close Only a Few Plants. 
A recent dispatch from Laporte, Ind., was 
to the effect that thirty-four plants of the 
Hydraulic Press Brick company had closed 
indefinitely. The temporary closing of the 
Porter, Ind., plant was evidently the cause 
of this unfounded rumor. With few excep- 
tions, the different plants are running as 
usual, and the temporary shutting down of 
three plauts is not caused by financial 
stringency, but by reason of having an ample 
supply of brick on hand, which warrants 
closing to make necessary repairs. 


CUTS WAGES OF 10,000 MEN. 


St. Paul Road Reduces Pay of Those 
Employed on Pacific 
Extension. 


New York, Nov. 21.—[Special.]—Ten thou- 
sand men employed on the Pacific Coast ex- 
tension of the Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. 
Paul railroad, it was learned here today, al- 
ready have had their wages reduced 25 cents 
a day and have been notified of a further re- 
duction of 25 cents a day on Dec. 1. These 
reductions are the direct result of laying offt 
of men by western roads, by mining com- 
panies, and by other industrial establish- 
ments. The number of men seeking employ- 
ment has been largely increased by this lay- 
ing off of men by the St. Paul, which for 
months had difficulty in getting enough men 
for work on its extension. Now it is getting 
all the men it needs at reduced pay.

YOUTHFUL JOKER IN FLIGHT 


Only Man Who Knows Combination Is

Six young women stenographers employed 
by the American Steel and Wire company, 
1241 Commercial National Bank building, 
had a terrifying experience yesterday as the 
result of a prank played on them by anoffice « 
boy. 

There are thirty young women employed in 
the order department transcribing invoices on 
the typewriter. During the noon hour they 
organize choruses and play parlor games un- 
til the. returm of their superior. Yesterday 
six of the young women—Miss Jennie Black, 
Miss Alice Borland, Miss Clara Stanger, Miss 
Lottie Allgood, Miss Minnie Davis, and Miss 
Sallie Wilson—conceived a variation of the 
program and adjourned to a oa vernous filing 
vault to sing. They left the door partly 
closed. 


Song Turned to Shrieks. 


Just when the chorus was rolling forth in 
reverberating volume little Willie Osterfelt, 
the office boy, slipped up to the vault, banged 
the door shut, and gave the combination knob 
a whirl. The song of the imprisoned sextet 
died away in a shriek while six pairs of 
feminine hands beat on the iron door. The 
other young women stenographers eprang to 
the rescue and Willie hastily decamped. 

The vault was air tight and none of the 
girls knew the combination—in fact if was 
known only to A. P. Pratt, head of the filing 
department, and he was at lunch. One cool 
headed young woman, however, found the 
janitor and rushed him tothespot with pick- 
ax and crowbar. 

A hole was soon made in the vault wall 
through which the prisoners received air. 
They said they nearly had suffocated, but, 
they didn’t care about that if they could 
have just one littl@ interview with Willie 
when they got out. 


One Girl Taken Home.

The Rev. R. A. White Says Lack 
of Homes Corrupts Citizenship 


COUNTRY’S OUTLOOK DARK. 


Selfishness Said to Rule Nine-Tenths 
of American Activities.

The small flat, sometime the chief main- 
stay of the funny papers. has developed into 
a grave menace ta the civic welfare of the 
American nation. This is the opinion of the 
Rev. Rufus A. White. member of the board 
of education and pastor of the Pecple’s 
Liberal church. He addressed the Chicago 
chapter of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution yesterday afternoon in the course 
of a symposium on Ideal American Citi- 
zenship at the Chicago Woman's club. On 
the whole, he didn’t appear to think much 
of the average citizen. 


Citizenship Doesn’t Mean Much. 

Most existing American eitisenship.“ he 
said, is like the dictionary definition of a 
model a small imitation of the real thing.’ 
I am not a pessimist, but I believe you will 
find that to be true in any quarter where 
you compare the ideal with the fact. 

There are a good many causes for this 
effect. But the one thing which in my judg- 
ment is doing more than any other single 
agency to vitiate the quality of American 
citizenship is the increasing number of home- 
less men, homeless women, and homeless 
families. I mean more by this than you 
think. I mean the increasing number of peo- 
ple who don’t own their own homes. ; 

“TI tell. you it’s a hard trick to live in an- 
other fellow’s flat and be a good citizen. The 
family that lives on the north side one year, 
on the south side the next, on the west side 
the third, and in Kankakee the fourth, isn’t 
likely to produce ideal American citizens. 

Boarding House Bad Influence. 

“If I don’t own a home in America, what 
do I care what the rate of taxation is? Of 
course I pay the taxes in the end, but the 
average man doesn’t understand that. Rob- 
ert Ingersoll never said a truer thing than 
when he said that No man would shoulder 
a musket and go out to fight in defense of a 
boarding house! 


SEEKS NEW ‘PARENT’ AT BARS; 
IS SENT BACK TO OLD HOME. 


Thirteen Year Old Louise Buttner Taken 
Away from Sinn Family After Night

Report Shows Streets and Alleys 
on Goose Island Taken. 


BIG SHARE FOR RAILWAY. 
St. Paul Said to Have Profited; Rogers 
Park Fight Still On.

Charges that a considerable part of the 
streets and alleys in Goose island illegally 
are occupied by the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railway, by coal companies, and by 
manufacturing firms were made to the coun- 
cil lands committee yesterday. They were 
prepared by Claude Davidson, the special 
investigator for the committee, and he went 
into details in regard to them. 

At the same time, the committee spent two 
hours listening to an animated debate over 
the claim of the Rogers Park Improvement 
association that the St. Paul road is trying 
to steal that part of Southport avenue be- 
tween Morse and Lunt avenues. This was 
denied hotly by W. A. Parsons, a representa- 
tive of the road. 

C. B. Obermeyer for the association as- 
serted that the company had no right to lay 
the tracks it had in the street and they 
should be taken up. Mr. Parsons replied that 
the old village of Rogers Park had given the 
use of the street to the Chicago, Evanston 
and Lake Superior road and that the St. Paul 
in buying it out had inherited its rights. He 
offered to submit the controversy to the 
courts. It finally was agreed that both sides 
should go before the corporation counsel with 
their arguments. 


List of Lost Streets. 
Investigator Davidson made an elaborate 
showing as to what he had discovered in the 
northern part of Goose island. He gave a 
list of streets and alleys, totaling about 4.000 
running feet, which he said never had been 
vacated by the city and in which either water 
pipes or sewers had been laid, and yet which 
were now occupied either in whole or in part 
by corporations and private firms. The list 
reads: 

Part of Hooker street from Division: to Rees, oc- 


‘cupied by the St. Paul railway. 


Part of Cherry street between Division and Rees, 
occupled by the St. Paul. 

Rees street between Cherry and Hickory, occu- 
pied by the St. Paul and the Peabody Coal com- 
pany.

No Ordinance for Vacation.

SABBATH BREAKER 


Speaker in Church Meeting 
Declares Federal Govern- 
ment Sets Bad Example. 


FOES OF SALOONS AIDED. 


Business Man Contributes $100 
to Campaign for Closing of 
Sunday Bars. 


— 


Six United States Supreme court decisions 
have declared Sunday a day of rest, three of 
them specifically have pointed out that the 
civil, social, and economical Sabbath laws 
rest on the bible, yet the United States gov- 
ernment is one of the greatest transgressors 
in the Christian observance of the Sabbath.” 

Dwelling in particular on the Sabbath day 
shortcomings of Chicago, Dr. Frederick J. 
Stanley, general secretary of the American 
Sabbath union, enlarged upon the subject and 
made the foregoing statement last night in 
an address at Immanuel Baptist church. 

He referred in particular to the postoffices 
which do business on Sunday. 

“While you are at church on Sunday the 
postoffice employés are at work counting out 
the mail,” he said. “ You think it necessary 
that the mail carrier must collect four times 
on Sunday, so that your letter can catch the 
fast trains. 

“The United States government sells 
money orders on Sunday, yet it has made 
laws that you, Mr. Banker, cannot draw a 
check or draft on Sunday, as it will not be 
legal.” 

Preachers Break Commandment. 


The Rev. John Balcom Shaw, pastor of 
the Second Presbyterian church, who pre- 
sided at the meeting, said even preachers, 
when they go sightseeing, sometimes forget 
to observe the Sabbath. 

“TI toured Egypt with thirty-two preach- 
ers,“ he said, and was astounded that they 
should desire to go sightseeing or pack 
trunks all day Sunday. I spoke to one of 
them about it, and he said that command- 
ment was abrogable.“ 

Under the auspices of the Sabbath union, 
Dr. Stanley Ils making a two weeks’ crusade 
in Chicago for Sunday observance. He at- 
tacked Mayor Busse for his refusal to en- 
force the Sunday closing of saloons. 

There are 7,800 saloons in Chicago. Aver- 
aging four men to the saloon,“ said Dr. Stan- 
ley, that makes approximately 30,000 men 
defying the law. If they can defy one law, 
why can they not defy another? I am not 
arguing the question whether or not the 
saloon ought to be closed on Sunday. The 
law is there. And the failure to enforce law 
tends to breed anarchy that in time will un- 
dermine the nation.’’ 

Dr. Stanley said the Sabbath union stands 
for closing theaters, baseball parks, and ice 
cream parlors on Sunday, and is opposed to 
railroad excursions and Sunday labor of any 
form.

Declares There’s No Truth in 
Wan of Attempted Bribery.

SAYS CHIEF IS SELFISH. 


Gompers Replies to Brandenburg and 
Reiterates His Charges. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 21.—[Special.}— 
Speaking of the charge by President Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor that an 
agent of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers had tried to bribe him, P. M. Parry, 
former president of the association, said: 

“ There fe not a grain of truth in Gompers’ 
assertions. I was elected president of the 
National Association of Manufacturers in 
1901, and I know that prior to that time there 
absolutely was no conflict between our asso- 
clatlon and organized labor. Consequently, 
Gompers’ charges do not hold good. 

“I have no confidence whatever in Gomp- 
ers’ honesty or in his alleged sincerity as a 
labor leader. I believe he is absolutely selfish 
in hie motives. I believe he is in the labor 
movement simply for the gains there are in 
it and for the laudation he may receive from 
those who are easily moved by fire eating 
labor leaders. 

Gompers motive for making these 
charges simply is to forestall the truth he 
knows is going to be told about him, and he 
is trying to throw sand in the eyes of his 
honest followers to blind them.“ 


Gompers Replies to Brandenburg. 

Norfolk, Va., Nov. 21.—At today’s session 
of the American Federation of Labor Presi- 
dent Gompers replied to the denials sent from 
New York last night by Broughton Branden- 
burg, who declared that he was the man re- 
ferred to by President Gompers in the lat- 
ter’s charges of an attempt to bribe Gompers. 
Brandenburg denied that he made any such 
attempt to bribe; also that he had any con- 
nection with the National Association of 
Manufacturers. President Gompers said in 
part: 

“I want to call your attention to the fact 
that if Brandenburg desired only to consult 
me about a publication, why was it necessary 
for him so persistently to urge me to see him 
in private? Why was it necessary for him 
to assume a false name? Why so much 
secrecy? Why, in his letter to me urging 
that I come at once to New York, did he need 
to use the language he did, saying it was 
necessary for me to come at once, ‘ as mat- 
ters were coming to a crisis’? Why could 
there have been such a critical crisis between 
two men who only had a passing acquaint- 
ance if only a public action was involved? 
If there was no attempt to bribe, upon what 
other basis did he hope that I was going to 
abandon my life’s work? 


) Seek to Destroy Labor. 


All the circumstances, link by link, show 
that it was Brandenburg who came to me 
as a representative of the National Manu- 
facturers’ association, even disregarding the 
statement that he himself told me directly 
that he represented this association, whose 
purpose was to attack and destroy and 
bribe the men of labor in order to strike at 
the organizations themselves. 

“I am willing to stand before delegates, 
the rank and file of labor, and the general 
public, for them to judge the meaning of 
this man’s great secretiveness, the mystery 
which he threw around the whole affair, and 
the documents produced by me. The key to 
it all is that I declined to act as he wanted 
me to act.“

LAWYER INVOLVES 


IHE CANAL BOARD 


Declares Sackett and Snively 
Knew Water Power Plans 


from the Beginning. 


AID BY WARDEPARTMENT 


Congressmen Snapp and Madden 
Are Said to Have Given 
Their Influence Also. 


Attorney Charles A. Monroe, who carried 
through the power development scheme in 
the Desplaines river, was on the witness 
stand yesterday afternoon before the legis- 
lature’s investigating committee. 

Both Commissioners Sackett and Snively 
had testified previously that they were in 
misty ignorance regarding the plans for 
water power development, but Mr. Monroe 
said the whole scheme had been outlined 
to them and that there was a friendly agree- 
ment to enable him to secure what he needed. 

He related how Congressmen Howard 
Snapp and Martin B. Madden had aided him 
before the war department in his efforts to 
secure federal sanction for his plans. He 
said that he had been turned away until he 
secured the services of Mr. Snapp and Mr. 
Madden. ; 

I did not have any success until they said 
they would help me,“ he said. One day I 
met them in front of the hall of representa- 
tives, and Mr. Madden said: 

Howard, you take Charlie over to the 
war office and introduce him.’ 

„Mr. Snapp took me over, and I began to 
get attention. Mr. Snapp told the secretary 
of war that the enterprise was a great onein 
favor of the deep waterway, and that he was 
interested in it for that reason. The federal 
officials said they would not interfere be- 
cause they did not regard the Desplaines asa 
navigable stream.“ 

He also said that the war department had 
agreed to give the enterprise official sanction 
if the promoters would give the federal au- 
thorities control over the levels so that the 
dam and pool could be used as part of any 
waterway undertaken by the government. 


Embarrasses the Commissioners. 


To the great embarrassment of the two 
canal commissioners, Mr. Monroe testified 
that all the subsequent plans for the enter- 
prise had been discussed with them and that 
they had been told that the sixteen acres 
which were sold to him by them were abso- 
lutely necessary to carry out his plans fora 
dam at Dresden Heights. 

Without this land, which carried riparian 
rights, he could not have backed the water 
up far enough to form a pool of the desired 
dimensions. 

“There was a gentleman’s agreement that 
I should have the land,” he said, and the 
commissioners were to see that the sale was 
conducted in accordance with the law. They 
said it had to be sold at public auction. The 
auction was held at Lockport and William 
Keough, one of the assistant superintend- 
ants, auctioned it off.“ 


Board Makes Dam Possible. 

The plans, he said, were for a pool about 
nine miles long, a mile wide in places, and 
twenty-three feet deep. Without the grants 
given him by the canal board and without 
the sixteen acres sold to him it would have 
been impossible for him to have built the dam 
at Dresden Heights. 

Without these grants he could have secured 
& 13% foot head of water further up the river, 
but he said it was likey» ne never would 
have undertaken the work if he could not 
have made arrangements with the canal 
board 


He testified that neither Mr. Snapp, Mr. 
Madden, nor any other politician who had 
aided him had done so for any other reason 
than that furnished by their desire to aid 
the deep waterway project. Asan aid tothe 
ship canal he said he considered himself one 
of its chief friends and his work at Dresden 
Heights as entirely beneficial to the project. 

The investigation will be resumed this 
morning at the Great Northern hotel. 

Gov. Deneen arrived in the city unexpected- 
ly in the evening and lost no time in getting 
in touch with the canal investigation. The 
indications are that he will keep pretty close 
to the firing line at the hearing today. The 
governor is said to be in possession of in- 
formation that will cause a political explo- 
sion when sprung, and if his plans are car- 
ried out it will be sprung. He will confer 
during the morning with Attorney Starr, 
Charles A. Hamill, and E. C. Lindley, who 
while counsel for the drainage board became 
an authority on canal questions.

New York, Nov. 21.—The new Cunard liner 
Mauretania broke its sister ship Lusitania’s 
reoord today when at noon it completed a 
day's run of 624 knots. The Lusitania’s best 
record for a day was 618 knots. As the day 
ona west bound voyage is twenty-four hours 
and fifty minutes long, the Mauretania is 
coming west at a rate of about twenty-five 
knots. This is the vessel's maiden trip. 

The news of the day’s remarkable run came 
as a surprise to the passengers. The news 
passed quickly from one end of the ship to 
the other, and there were congratulations 
on all sides. 

G. B. Hunter, chairman of the firm that 
constructed the Mauretania, received an 
ovation in the dining saloon. W. J. White, 
an American passenger, has made a donation 
of $1,000 in celebration of the event. 

News of the Mauretania’s record day’s 
run was contained both m a newe dispatch 
and in a wireless message from Capt. Pritch- 
ard recetveg by the Cunard line officials. . 

Capt. hard added that the ship was 
520 “miles east of Sandy Hook at noon to- 
day and that he expected to reach the Hook 
about 8 a. m. Friday. This would make 
the Mauretania’s time for the passage about 
five days and two hours, or about seven hours 
slower than the Lusitania’s fastest west 
bound voyage.

BANKERS IN A CLEAN UP. 


Premium on Currency Rises; Call Money | 
at Stiff Rate Again.

New York, Nov. 21.—[Special.]—The bears 
found the share market to their liking today, 
and they hammered away merrily at a con- 
siderable number of stocks, although the 
market showed resiliency here and there, 
particularly in the late dealings. 

Bankers appeared to be engaged in a gen- 
eral cleaning up, with a view to new rela- 
tions of strictness and imperviousness to in- 
fluence and favor. This state of things is 
partially explained by the fact that the 
Clearing House association is in centralized 
control and will not permit of transactions 
which do not seem to be of the gilt edged 
variety. At any rate, it is obvious that 
from time to time there is forced liquidation 
of loans by selling out of collateral. This 
is particularly the condition in transactions 
in which syndicates have had the controlling 
hand. 

There was again weakness in the Atchison 
convertible 5 per cent bonds, which calls at- 
tention to the fact that some $15,000,000 of 
this issue, not subscribed for by stockhold- 
ers, was taken recently’ by a syndicate of 
bankers. 

Fear that coming dividends in Erie, New 
York Central, Baltimore and Ohio, and 
Pennsylvania would show reductions caused 
those stocks to sell off at times under severe 
pressure. This weakness was accelerated 
by a rumor that the Pennsylvania had can- 
celed a large order for locomotives. 

Another unfavorable omen of the day was 
the fact that the premium on currency rose 
to above yesterday’s figures. Call money 
was stiff, too, on reports of preparations for 
subscriptions to the new Panama bonds 
and treasury certificates.
